A French imper has been describing 
the vurloVL contrivances to Insure pis­ 
tol duels ending in ’coffee for two." A 
favorite trick. It seems, In to use pro­ 
jectiles that look like ordinary lead bul­ 
lets, but crumb!* to piece* when fired. 
to more serious ciikvn bullets are used 
of smaller cantor than the pistol, thus 
lessening their penetrate* power. 
Sometimes the wad Is intentionally 
left out. so that when the duelists tec* 
•ach other with the pistols beld down­ 
ward the bullets roll out. 
In many 
esses bullets of the right caliber are 
used, but only with a third of the 
proper powder charge, so that they are 
practically harmless 
A variation of 
this trick Is to load with a double pow­ 
der charge, which alao cause* the bul­ 
lets to go wide of the mark This. how­ 
ever, is dangerous to tin- s|)ectstors. 
Again, well meaning seconds some­ 
times use the right bullets and the 
right charge, bur stiffen the trigger* so

amusing device is the use of pistols 
fitted with s sort of secret safety

THREE OTHER MEN INVOLVED 


Former Congressm an's Arrest Cam s a 


Few Hours After He Withdrew i s a 


C andidate. 


Franklin, Pa., Aug. 24. — F orm er 
C ongressm an Joseph C. Sibley, who 
w ithdrew aa a candidate fur congress 
on Hie R epublican tick et in the T w en­ 
ty eighth 
P ennsylvania d istrict, w as' 
arrested un a w arrant charging “con­ 
spiracy IU debauch vuters." 
Mr. Sibley was released on his own 
recognizance to ap p ear befure Ju stice 


o f th e P eace P erry at W arren on Aug. 
26. 
His a rre st c lin e s few hours afte r 
he 
had 
announced his w ithdraw al 
from the congressional race. 
in the recent R epublican nom inating 
prim ary Sibley defeated C ongressm an 
N. P. W heeler, and th e charge w as al 
once m ade th a t his victory w as due 
to the lavish use of money. 
Wfhen. in obedience to law. he flied 
his statem en t of cam paign expenses 
and it was seen th a t he bad spent 
$17,000 in W arren county and $42,500 
In th e en tire d istrict, an audit of his 
expenses was dem anded and ordered 
by the court. 
Sibley had sp en t a sum th a t av e r­ 
aged $4 for every voter in the en tire 
district. 
In the w arrant under which Sibley 
w as arrested th ree o th er prom inent 
politicians in th e T w en ty eig h th dis 
tric t are also charged with conspiracy 
to debauch voters. They are C harles 
C randall. D. M. H ow ard aud G eorge 
M. Dunn. 
T he inform ation against Sibley was 
m ade before Ju stice Perry, of W arren. 
by C onstable W alter Paige, of that 
city. 
Paige served th e w arrant on Sibley 
st his hom e here. In th e inform ation 
F rank H. Taylor, secretary to Sibley. 
is nam ed as co-defendant. 
Mr. Sibley denied him self to in te r­ 
view ers. 
In his statem en t of w ith 
draw al he said th a t IU health solely 
w as responsible for bis giving up the 
contest. 
It is said by close friends of the 
fam ily th at Sibley is suffering from 
acu te heart trouble, and bas not left 
his hom e for som e tim e.

24— Mr. Roose­ 
velt < am e into Vice President Sher­ 
m an's home town arni began his long 
speechm aklng tour by sw atting Mr. 
Sherman. The colonel didn’t mention 
names, because that w asn’t necessary. 
T e n thousand 
farm ers and their 
wives gathered in a grove aud waited 
for I hi colonel to hit Sunny Jim. T h e y 
didn t have long to walt, and they 
roared with delight when it < ame. The 
occasion was the sei-ood annual re­ 
union 
pit rile of 
the H erkim er ami 
Oneida Grangers. Ostensibly it was a 
time for farm talk exclusively, but 
Mr. Roosevelt had other things on his 
mind. The colonel, atter he got through 
with a political stab, devoted himself 
to au interesting delivery of a speech 
on what the farm ers ought to do. 
Mr. Roosevelt us tie arose to sfieak. 
swept his eye over the picturesque 
crowd and It lighted upon Squalor 
Davenport. 


Tribute ta Sherman's Foe. 


The colonel beamed. “I am glad to 
see on the platform,” he shouted. “Sen­ 
ator Davenport." The seats shook aud 
the crowd gave the senator a baud 
greater even than T. R. had received. 
It was a real ovation. Davenport, a r­ 
dent supporter of the direct primaries, 
Hughes man and a bittei foe of Sher­ 
man, who has been working to throw 
him out, and has repudiated him. was 
furred. 
He hadn't estim ated his popu­ 
larity, apparently. 
“ I am glad.” the 
colonel continued when the cheering 
had ceased, “ because the only kind of 
politics I cafe for is the kind of poli­ 
tics w here decency is combined with 
efficiency, and I hold that the only way 
by which a politician ran **ff1e|eatly 
serve his party Is by helping that par­ 
ty effi< ieuly s e r v e the people, and be- 
cause the senator and those around 
bim who have stood for those princi­ 
ples are on the platform.” 
Mr. Roosevelt had to steep several 
mom ents in order to finish bis tribute. 
“ You will at least notice that my u t­ 
terances are free from ambiguity." It 
was this sort of thiug that made th* 
colonel solid right at the outset of his 
perform ance 
His hearers waited for 
more ut it, but it didn t come. At the 
end of Mr. Roosevelt's address, how­ 
ever, there were repealed cries for 
Davenport. 
“ You have listened to a magnificent 
speech by a magnificent man." he said. 
“ He 
represents to my mind better 
than any other man since Abraham 
I.iucolu the heart and the conscience 
and the courage of the great body of 
our people. He has been my Ideal. I 
want lo stand for the things he stands 
for." Then he clasped hands with the 
colonel. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt's address contained 
very few startling utterances. It was 
more of a sermon than anything else. 
but was an interesting and instruc­ 
tive sermon, and the big audience fol­ 
lowed the speaker with marked altern 
Hon. 


Rut It Up to the Farmer. 


The colonel put the m atter directly 
up to the farm ers Who cam e to hear 
him 
He began with conservation of 
natural farm ing resources and be end. 
ed with a tribute to the Civil W ar 
veterans. 
who 
turned out iu large 
numbers. 
Ile told the survivors of the 
rebellion that they were favored men. 
men who had really done things. He 
spoke as one soldier to another. He 
brought out the necessity for the farm ­ 
ers to be represented capably 
upon 
civic commissions 
He said that the 
cities must not grow at the expense 
of the country, He advised the farm ­ 
er* to take to the heed for the cal! 
of scientific methods and uot to scoff 
at them. 
The ex-president told the farm ers 
th a t they should co o p erate and study 
business conditions so that they shall 
be better able to meet the problems 
fac ing them. 
"Don’t im itate the morality of some 
of these big business men.” were bis 
words of warning, “hut get their effi­ 
ciency.“ 
Mr. Roosevelt will leave Utica to­ 
night. His next stop is Cheyenne on 
Saturday.

Spokane, Wash., Aug. 24—Nearly the 
whole panhandle of idaho, timbered 
mountain country, is on Are. and it is 
possible that 400 persons may have i 
perished. 
U nited‘States Forest Supervisor W. j 
F. Weigle has not beard from 300 of i 
his men who w*»re in the burning 
woods, and he fears they may have 
perished. 
He sent Ranger A. K Holcomb to 
ope ii up the old Mullan road leading 
to the Bullion mine, where eight bod­ 
le* are hurled. 
The known dead now number NO. 
A crowd was sent out to the big 
fork of 
the 
Coeur d ’Alene, where 
twelve bodies are buried under the 
ruins.

Moreover, these two problems 
are really Interdependent, for neither 
of them can be successfully solved 
»*ave on condition th at there Is at least 
a m easurable success In the effort to 
solve the other. 
In any great country 
the prime physical asset—the physical 
asset more valuable than any other 
- i s the fertility of the soil. 
All our 
Industrial arid commercial welfare, all 
our 
m aterial 
development 
of every 
kind, dejiends In the last resort upon 
our preserving and Increasing the fer­ 
tility of the soil. 
This. of course, m eans the conserva­ 
tion of the soil as the great natural 
resource, and equally, of course. It fu r­ 
therm ore Implies the development of 
<*ountry life. for there cannot be a per­ 
m anent Improvem ent of the soil lf 
the life of those who live on It and 
make their living out of It Is suffered 
to starve 
and 
languish 
to 
become 
stunted and weakened and Inferior to 
the type of life lived elsewhere. 
We are now trying to preserve, not 
for exploitation by individuals, but for 
the iierm anent benefit of the whole 
people, the w aters and the forests, and 
we are doing this 
primarily as a 
means of adding to the fertility of the 
soil, although In each case there Is a 
great secondary use both of the w a­ 
fer and of the forests for commercial 
aud Industrial purisjses. 
In the sam e 
way It Is essential for the farm ers 
themselves to try to broaden the life 
of the man who lives in the open coun­ 
try. to m ake it more attractive, to give 
It every adjunct and ald to develop­ 
ment which has been given to the life 
of the man of the cities. 
Therefore, friends, the conservation 
and rural life policies are really tw o 
sides of the sam e iiollcy. and down at 
the bottom this |K>licy rests upon the 
fundam ental law that neither man nor 
nation can prosper unless in dealing 
with 
the 
present 
he 
steadily 
take 
thought for the future. 


Problem Old One. 
In 
oue 
sense 
this 
problem 
with 
which we have to deal Is very, very 
old. 
W herever civilizations have Lilt Ll 
el to sprung up they have always tend- 
«*d to go through certain stages and 
(lien to fall. 
No nation eau develop a 
real civilization without cities. 
Up to 
ti certain point the city movement Is 
'horoughly healthy. Yet it Is a strange 
aud lam entable fact that always hith­ 
erto afte r this |iolnt has been reached 
the city has tended to develop at the 
i*\|ieuse of the country by draining 
the country of what Is lieut in It and 
•■aking an Insignificant return for this 
lest. 
Iii consequence In the past every clv- 
llzatlou In its later stages has tended 
really to witness those conditions un 
des which ‘ the cities prosper aud the 


ii I** ti decay.’’ There are ugly signs tbut 
'lo sc tendencies are at work in this 
calloo of ours. 
But very fortunately 
w** see now what never before was 
“M i in any civilization—an aroused 
am! aiert public Interest In the prob 
tem. a recognition of Its gravity and a 
d* sire to attem pt Its solution 
The problem does uot consist merely 
in the grow th of the city. 
Such a 
growth lu itself Is a good thing and 
not a bad thing for the country. 
The 
problem consists in the growth of the 
•-by at the exiiense of the country, and 
e \ en where this Is uot the cate In so 
great an equality of growth In flower 
and interest as to make the city more 
attractive than the country aud there 
for** apt to drain the country of the

The human side of the rural life 
problem is to make the career of the 
farm er and the career of the farm la

Now*. I arn well aw are that the 
farm er must himself take the lead In 
bringing this atsmt. 
A century aud a 
quarter ago the wise English farmer.

“ A cultivator at the head of a sheep 
farm of 3.G00 or 4.000 acres w*ould In 
a f**w years do more for their wools 
than sli the academicians and philoso 
pliers will effect in ten centuries."

Is absurd to t Link that any man who 
has studied the subject only theo ret 
leady Is fit to direct th*ise who prac

work 
at 
the 
matter. 
But 
friend*. I wish to Insist to you here, 
to you practical men who own and 
work your farms, that it Is an equally 
fiernlclous absurdity for the practical 
man to refuse to lieneflt by the work 
of the student. 
The English fan n er I have quoted - 
Y o u n g -w a s a practical farmer, but h* 
was also a scientific farm er 


* 
Why Farm ers Lag. 
One reaaon why the great busine** 
Clee of today, the great Industrial lead 


era. have gone ahead while the farm er 
has tended to sag behind the others la 
that they are far more willing and in­ 
deed eftger to profit 
by expert aud 
technical 
know le d g e - the 
knowledge 
that can only come as a result of the ■ 
highest education. 
From rr.il ways to 
factories no great industrial concern 
cnti now adays be carried on save by 
the ald of a sw arm of men who nave 
received a high technical education in 
chemistry, in engineering, in e u R rid - 
ty ami in one or more of scores of spe­ 
cial subjects. 
T he big business man, the big rail­ 
way man. does not ask college trained 
experts to tell him how to run his busi­ 
ness. btu be does ask num bers of them 
each to give him exi>ert advice and aid 
illi some one point Indispensable to his 
business. 
He finds this man usually 
in some graduate of a technical school 
or college in which he has been trained 
for his life work. 
In Just the sam e way the farm ers 
should benefit by the advice of the 
technical men who have been trained 
in phases of the very work the farm er 
does 
I am not now speaking of the I 
mail w ho lins had an ordinary general 
training, w hether in school or college, i 
While there should 
undoubtedly 
lie 
such a training as a foundation (ex­ 
tent differing according to th** kind of 
work oa* li lioy intends to do as a man). 
it in nevertheless true that our educa­ 
tional system should more and more 
be turned in the direction of educating 
men tow ard and not aw ay from the 
farm and the shop 
During th** last half century we have 
berlin to develop a system of agricul­ 
tural education at once practical and 
scientific, and we must go on devel­ 
oping It. 
But after developing it it 
must lie used 
The rich man who 
spends a fortune upon a fancy farm 
with entire indifference to cost docs 
not do much good to farm ing; but. on 
the other hand. Just as little Is done by 
the working farm er who stolidly re- 
fUM*s to profit by tile knowledge of the 
day. who trea ts any effort at Improve­ 
ment as absurd on its face. refuses to 
countenance what he regards as new 
fangled ideas and contrivances and 
J**crs at nil “Itook fa rm in g " 
I wish I could take representative* 
of this type of farm er down to L ing 
Island, where I live. to have them s<*o 
what has been done, not as philanthro­ 
py. but as ii pDi I ti business proposition. 
by men connected with the Long Is­ 
land railroad, who believe it pays to 
en*ourage the development <if farm s 
along the line of that railway. 
They 
have put practical men Iii charge of 
experimental farina, cultivating them 
Intensively and using the best mod­ 
ern methods not only In raising crops.

rallier Had to see that in recent years 
most of these sam e boy* have ended 
their lives as men living in cities. 
It ofteu Implicit* that the good con­ 
ditions of the past eau bt* regained not 
by going back, hut by going forward. 
NY*i cannot recreate what is dead; we 
ca limit stop the inarch of events. 
But 
we can direct this march aud out of 
tin* new conditions develop something 
lietter than the past knew 
Henry 
f la y was a farmer, who lived all his 
life iu the country; Washington was a 
farmer, who lived and died In the 
country. 
And we of thia nation ought 
to make It our business to see th a t the 
conditions are made sui b that farm 
life in the future shall not only de 
velop men of the stump of W ashing 
ton Htid Henry Clay. but Hhull be so a t­ 
tractive thut these men may continue 
as farmers, for rem em ber th a t W ash­

i with city folks Iii all such m atters 
They should have their share Iii th** 
membership* of commissions ami conn 


ells. In 
short, of all the organized 
bodies for laying plans for great enter­ 
prises affecting all the people. 
I am glad to see on such bodies the 
names tbut represent financial Inter­ 
ests 
but those Interests should not 
have the right of way. and in all enter­ 
prises and movements In w hich the so­ 
cial condition of the country Is In­ 
volve*! 
the agricultural country—the 
open co u n try —should be as well repre­ 
sented as the city. 
The man of Hie open country is apt 
to have certain qualities which the 
city man has lost. 
These qualities off­ 
set those which the city man has and 
he himself has not. 
T he two should 
be put on equal term s and the coun­ 
try talent be given the sam e oppor­ 
tunity as the city talent to express It­ 
self and to contribute to the welfare 
of the world in which we live. 
The country church should be made 
a trite social center, alive to every need 
of 
the com m unity, 
standing for a 
broad Individual outlook and develop­ 
ment. taking the lead in work and In 
recreation, en ring more for conduct 
than tor dogma, more for ethical, splr 
Bual, practical betterm ent 
than for 
merely formal piety. 
T he country fair 
offers far greater possibilities for con 
tinttotis and healthy usefulness than 
It at present affords. 
The country school ■should be m ade a 
vital center for economic, s*icinl and 
educational co-operation. It Is natural 
Iv titled to ne such a center for those 
engaged in commercial farm ing and 
still m ore for those engaged in dom es­ 
tic farm ing, for those who live on and 
by th** small farm s they themselves 
own

Laborers on Farms. 
One feature of the problem should 
Im* recognized by the farm er at onoe 
him! an effort made to deal with It 
It is our duty and our business lo co n ­ 
sider the farm lalxirer exactly as we 
consider the farmer. 
No country life 
can be satisfactory when the owners 
of farina tend, for w hatever reason, to 
go awny to live iii cities Instead of 
working their farm s, and. moreover, it 
cannot be really satisfactory w hen the 
Inlier system Is so m anaged that there 
Is for part of the year a dem and for 
bittor w hich cannot in* met and during 
another part of Hie year no dem and 
for labo r at all. so that tin* farm ers 
tend to rely on migratory laborers who 
come out to work In the country with 
no perm anent Interest In It and with 
tai prospect of steady employment 
It Is «*xe«*odlngly difficult to make a 
good citizen out of a man who can't 
count ii|H>n Nome steadiness aud con­ 
tinuity in the work which m eans to 
him Ills livelihood. 
Economic condi­ 
tions on th** farm —in variety ami kind 
of crop grow ing ***|iecially as distribut 
**d in tim e and iii housing for the men 
must lo* so Hhii|ied as to render It 
possible for the man who tailors for 
th** farm er to be steadily em ployed un 
der conditions w hich foster Ids self re- 
s|H*ct and tend for his development. 
A Is ive all. the conditions of farm life 
must alw ays Im* shaped with a view to 
th** welfare of the farm er's wife aud 
tin* farm taliorer's wife quite mn milch 
as to the welfare of the farm er ami 
tin* farm I allurer. 
To have the womau 
a mere drudge Is at least as bad as to 
have the man a mere drudge, 
it is ev­ 
ery 
whit as ini|M»rttint to introduce 
new m achines to economize her tailor 
within the bouse as it Is to Introduce 
m achinery to Increase the effectiveness 
of his lalior outside the house 
I 
haven’t 
the slightest 
sym pathy 
with any movement which looks to ex 
cit sing men and women for the non 
perform ance of duty aud fixes utfeu 
finn only on rights and not on duties. 
The wom an who shirks her duty as 
housewife, as mot her, is a contem pti­ 
ble creature.
